: I use five antenna systems here: 

: 1. 20-meter Extended Double Zepp (88 ft) running NW/SE at 38 ft for 80 - 10 
: 2. 20-meter EDZ at 38 ft running NE/SW for 80-10 

: 3. 40-meter full-wave horizontal loop at 20-35 ft high 


4. Butternut HF9V vertical ground-mounted over 60 radials 


5. Parallel full-size dipoles for 80, 40, 30 and 20 meters mounted in the 
attic and fed with one RG-213 coax 


The most important part of this station setup is the heavy-duty coax switch 
used to choose which antenna is in use. 


Over many Fox Hunts on 20 and 40, I have found that at various times any or 
none of these antennas succeeded in getting a pelt! Most of the time, the 
fur does fly, but even with all the various azimuthal and elevation angles 
available among this set of skywires, there have been times that none of 
them could do the job on either band.

Actually, it just turned out that the layout of the house, coupled with a 
very tall hip roof design, made it possible to get the 80-meter dipole 
straight over about the center half. The other antennas run straight 
without folding. Although attic mounting results in resonant frequencies 
other than what one would desire, the loss in the RG-213 is low enough on 
those bands to permit the tuner to make all the antennas look like a decent 
load. 


For about the first five years after moving into this area, I operated 
solely with the “attic antenna farm" keeping a low profile. Finally, with 
most of the neighbors, and myself, on either cable or satellite, I ventured 
outside with my antennas. Still no complaints from the neighbors, although 
I usually operate at QRP levels. 


The surprises come every now and then when the attic antenna outperforms 
one or more of the outside systems.

G'day Bill: 

Given that the rig and the keyboard share a common power supply, in my 
experience it will be tough to get rid of the noise. I'd be inclined to 
even temporarily try a separate power source on the keyboard. At least that 
way you'll know what the potential improvement might be ;-) 


One item in my bag of tricks that seems so obvious that I'm surprised I 
haven't seen it described elsewhere is: 

- determine how much current flows in your rig's key line. Get this by 
temporarily keying your rig with a multimeter set on mA. 

- if it isn't a huge number (say, more than 30 mA), consider replacing the 
usual 2N2222 keying transistor in your keyboard with an optoisolator. I use 
4N35's, but only because I have heaps. DO NOT common the keyboard ground 
with the rig ground. Optoisolators are fantastic cpu-buzz breakers. 

Try and locate the optoisolator right on the back of the offending device. 
I usually make mine on a scap of perfboard hot glued between the pins of a D 
connector. 


The above works beautifully on all those "sound card" new modes, by the way. 
I wouldn't be able to operate half the new modes had I not resorted to the 
opto approach.

Can't find the problem post about the covenant allowing a short antenna 
with written permission of neighbors. 


One solution IF you intend to operate mainly after dark and will be able to 

go a full 30+ feet for a 40m vertical. The WEB site on which I saw the idea 
mounted a vertical at one corner of a raised deck (~10£t) in one of those 
trailor tongue units you can buy at many boat and non-boat stores. Of course, 

it has a wheel at the bottom, but a crank up jack allows the raising and lowering 
of the tongue of a tailer onto the hitch. The key component is the ability to 
swing the support leg 90-degrees -- a sprung key locks the leg in either 

horiz. or vert. position. He got rid of the wheel, and bolted the unit to one of 
the 

support beams of the deck so that the vertical could be raised to vertical and 
locked, or unlocked and dropped to horizontal (daytime) . 


His elevated verticals were stealth variety. 
I thought it was a great idea. 


Now, mated with a 50-ft telescoping mast, band selection is an easy matter. 
Run 15m with almost the whole thing nested, pull out 16.5-ft for 20m, 24ft for 
30m, 34 fot 40m, and for 80m, the whole 50f£t with three wire guys cut to 
top-load on 80m finished off with 1/8 line which would also serve as 


guys. 


Bury the radials -- get a high pressure washer and cut your radial troughs, 
lay'em, 
smooth'em over, and it's doen.

>From the series of basic calculations thanks to the programs from Reg Edwards 
it was rather interesting to not that possibly we over simplify the low 
losses and antenna efficiencies on the 44ft balanced line doublet. 


Based upon my limited background but tenacity for looking for the ultimate 
antenna it appears that the Inverted-L may offer a slight bit more of an 
advantage performance wise plus the benefits of two distinct lobe patterns. 


I noticed a discussion of multiband antennas earlier. Calculation wise I 
have yet to find a more efficient simple multiband antenna under general 
usage. The touted doublet is always subject to two variables: (1) proximity 
to ground and (2) length of feed line. With the Inverted-L these are rather 
constant. 


As a matter of fact I have found it is the most efficient method for loading 
the short verticals such as the SLV or the PANFISH POLE. It was interesting 
to note that the for example the SLV with a 20ft x 20ft set up efficiency 
wise beats all other loading conditions on almost every band and same with 
PANFISH POLE. 


I found a rule of thumb is to use the same horizontal length as vertical 
height wire. In LOW BAND DXING they even suggest a 12m by 12.3 m for 160-10m. 
Therefore for the DK9SQ that would mean a 33ft horizontal wire also. 


I use 12 ---5m radials (ribbons) with my set ups. Although at present I am 
using 300 ohm feed, I plan to use an L-network suggested by LB CEBIK so I can 
use feed back to the shack. 


I am not an expert in this field just reporting my observations/work in this 
area. I would love to hear from others doing similar work with the 
Inverted-L. Hey I may have missed some important stuff and therefore my 
conclusions could a bit skewed. 


Congrats to all that went to Pacificon. I hope to make one of those soon and 
meet all the QRP Icons in person.

I've converted them in the past. Perhaps the easiest to convert (in my 
mind) is the Uniden uPD858 chassis as used in the Radio Shack 

TRC-457, TRC-458, TRC-449, Cobra, President, and other rigs. This 

was an SSB 400 channel chassis that was designed when the FCC 
originally made an announcement to expand CB to 99 channels, then 
almost immediately cut back to 40. 


You can't run the chassis 400 channels wide, but they generally can 
to about 80 to 100 channels wide with little problems. The limitation 
seems to be the voltage controlled oscillator range in the PLL. 


The PLL is straight BCD decimal input for 10Khz spacing. 


I originally converted one to 10M, but made a serious mistake. I 
changed 

the crystals so that a value of 100h input to the PLL was 28.000MHz. 

My intention was to use BCD switches for a 'frequency' display'. 
Choosing 

the crystals the way I did let it be a simple hack. Bad move. Birdies 
all up 

and down the band! Oops! I ended up changing it back to CB, then 

just modding the PLL and using a trick where my BCD switches were 

tied to the ADDRESS lines on an EPROM, where the EPROM was 

programmed with the DATA that matched what I wanted to appear on 

the lines to the uPD858 chip. (I fudged the high two lines, but you 
should 

get the idea. I did the same trick later with an old Icom 22S and was 
starting to do it with my Ramsey 2M kit. With the Icom 2M radio it was 
neat because I could use an address line to tie to the simplex/duplex 
detect, and to the + or - offset, and even a 'reverse' button. Just 
build 

the image for the ROM!! It really simplified things when I could just 
‘rule out' the complex adder circuit in the Icoms PLL and do it all from 


the data image.) 


Anyway, that chassis from various vendors is almost the 'standard' 
chassis for conversions. You can get all kinds of info on in and 
once you understand the PLL it's simple to make it do almost anything 
you want. 


Some of the other PLL rigs from the 80's are good to convert too. But 
a lot of the PLL stuff was ‘restricted'. Some of them too straight CB 
channel input, where the uPD858 chassis took the PLL divisor and 

the switch handled all the little gotchas. (Remember, CB channels are 
NOT a 'linear step' below channel 26, and the stepping in frequency 
order between 22 and 26 go in this order: 22, 24, 25, 23, 26. 

But at least one of the SSB CBs used a PLL chip (I forget the number) 
had a 'mode' that was either "CB" with automatic CB stepping, or 
linear. It was even neater in that in CB mode it was 10KHz, but in 
‘linear' mode it was 5KHz stepping. While you have to really much 
with the mixer circuits, this is also a very desirable chassis to 
convert 

to 10M. 


There is a place that 'specializes' in this called CBC International. 
They 

have all kinds of kits and info for this. However I've found just as 
good 

information on the web for free at some of the CB hacking sites. Only 
down side on the web is some of the sites have the "CB BS" syndrome. 
People with a little knowledge being dangerous kind of thing. People 
that don't understand it's a full envelope for modulation that gives the 
best 

signal, not the ‘furthest you can turn a dial' kind of thing. Or the 
people

I have a few NEW MIL ~microwave (I figure) 150W 50 ohm stripline 
terminations. I'm sure they'll work fine at HF as 150W DLs with mounting 
on a suitable heatsink-I don't KNOW they'll be isolated from the 
mounting straps, but, considering the size of the straps, I don't see 
how they could not be.

Sad but true, we don't all have room for a 120 foot 
doublet. 


I have not found it necessary to build a fan dipole, 
but I have added a second set of wires in this case: 


I had a system based on a single wire plus counterpoise 
that, in spite of reasonable adjustment to the wire 
lengths, did not leave my automatic antenna matcher 
with an easy to tune impedance on all 9 bands. The 
original wire length was based on getting maximum 
length from a wire to the only tree in sight. So I 
added another wire plus counterpoise, each having a 
length equal to the original minus about one and a 


small fraction meters (not using any measuring tools) 
as the 15 meter band was troublesome. The second set 
of wires was spaced only a foot away from the first 
set, as there was no opportunity for mounting the 
second set of wires at a right angle to the first. 


The result left my automatic tuner able to match 
quickly and a system that did achieve contacts on all 9 
bands. It was a quick solution and I was running out 
of daylight for making my installation. It was a 
temporary installation, but stayed in place until the 
tree was removed. No, I did not test to see whether 
the second wire made the first wire radiate less 
effectively on the bands where the tuner was already at 
an easy-to-match impedance. Yes, I would do it again 
but am willing to listen while someone explains a more 
effective quick solution. Seemed like a good trade-off 
to use up a little wire rather than to use up time 
doing a more detailed analysis.

Both are excellent reading, even if you don't have an 
SGC tuner. 


Among the advice for the end fed wire was to pick a length that avoids 
resonance on any band. Tuners can have difficulty if the impedance to 
match is extremely high which happens at odd half-wavelength intervals. 
They suggest 85 feet, or if you have more room, 150 ft.
